Jungfrau on Saturday by Mrs. Staf- 
tord, the beautiful young wife of an 
tenglishman, 

1 һе affair has caused the greatest 
sensation in Interlaken on account of 
the social prominence of the parties, 
and the scene of the tragedy, for 
the Hotel Jungfrau із one ot the most 
tashionable in Епторе, and the restau- 
rant was crowded with wealthy 
visitors at the time of the occurrence. 

Mr. Muller was seventy-three years 
old, and is believed to be a million- 
aire. Mrs. Stafford is twenty-two. 
She is stated to be a Russian, and 
was only recently married, 

She was sitting quietly at her table 
in the restaurant on Saturday when 
she suddenly stood up and ‘fired six 


shots across the room at Mr. Muller. | 


All the shots entered his body ог | 


head, and he fell forward dead with 
out a groan, 

Complete panic followed. For а 
moment every one was too paralysed 


to move. Then a couple of waiters | 


seized Mrs, Stafford. She dropped 
the revolver, and calmly allowed her 
self to be led away. 

She was taken to the police-station. 
but refused to utter a word. It is 
believed that she had temporarily lost 
her senses when she committed the 
crime. 

It is explainable on mo other 
grounds, for only a few hours before 
the tragedy Mrs. Stafford was joking 
with and chafling Mr. Muller, whom 
she had known only four days. ` 

Ц is regarded as an extraordinary 
thing that no one else in the restau 
rant was struck by one of the six 
shots, but Mrs, Stafford's aim was 
so perfect that every shot took eflect. 


Station Without Officials. 

A railway station which will have 
no staff of oflicials was opened оп 
Saturday at Rhosymedre, near Rua- 
bon; on the Great Western Company's 
line between Shrewsbury and Chester.

And 1 fear that I 
cannot find an adequate solution to tho 
thrilling problem, though I can hazard 
several guesses. 

То be quite learned and business- 
like, I will first of all indulge in 
the process which is known as “clear 
ing the ground." "This I will do by 
combatting the assertion which is 
sometimes made that actresses are 
more beautiful and fascinating than 
the general run of women.

An Exaggerated Idoa. 


It is only fair to other women to 
remomber that the actress nearly 
always looks her best on the stage, 
and she is always provided with 
surroundings that suit her, and, in 
the case of well-known ones, some 
of the cleverest brains in London 
are always planning and arranging 
that she shall show to the best advan- 
tage. 

Тһе background against which 
they are seen on the stage is always 
pretty; they are dressed in gowns 
that do not fall to the lot of most 
women, and all kinds of arts аге 
called in to make the most of each 
one's good points. 

Again, they are seen in situations 
in the like of which the average 
woman is never called to play a part. 
They аге beheld'* as © conquering 
queens, or sweet, wistful little per- 
sons, whose manner and tones would 
melt the heart of any man. Again, 
they are often provided by play- 
wrights with brilliant conversational 
powers, which they do not possess in 
ordinary life, and their voices and 
their actions are so schooled as to 
play on every emotion:
